The following figures presents in compact 


other staple crops will reach a figure in dollars 
and eents in excess of the above, and it is 
probably safe to estimate that the California 
crops this year will reach the stupendous am- 
ount of three hundreds of millions of dollars! 
Just think of that, friends, and then say if you 
“an that hard times and such crops ean go hand 
in hand. It is utterly impossible. That #300,- 
000,000 is already beginning to get into circula- 
tion, and once it gets going full swing business 
along all lines is bound to be good for every- 
body—it can’t help it. And then on top of all 
this European gold will soon be pouring back 
across the Atlantic and out here to the Pacific, 
through the Panama Canal and on thousands of 
trains, in exchange for every manner of manu- 
factured goods, as well as for food. 

The vear 1914 in California has been a hoom- 
ing success in agricultural and horticultural pro- 
duction and one which, considered in the agere- 
gate, marks a notable increase over preceding 
years. 

Mueh of 1914’s stupendous crop has already 

been harvested and growers have begun to re- 
eeive the nullions of dollars which are retumiest 
to them every vear from the shipments of miles 
and miles of carloads of products. Much re- 
mains to be done, however. before the erest 
tale is fully told. 
“Souther California’s big lima bean crop. of 
104,000,000) pounds has been practically all 
threshed and sacked. Fifty per cent. of the to- 
tal has been contracied for and the money is 
rapidly being paid to the growers. This: crop 
constitutes two-thirds of the entire lima bean 
crop of the world and is all consumed within the 
United States. It is worth over $5,000,000, 

The ten beet-sugar factories in the state are 
running at full combined capacity of 12,000 
slicing tous per day to complete their this year’s 
output of 160,000 tons of refined) sugar, which 
will sell for nore than $16,000,000, California 
is producing from its TQ00,000 acres devoted to 
beets nearly OO per eent. of the beet sugar of 
the United States. 

The walnut crop in Califormia of 20,000,900 
pounds is leaving the packing-houses with 
rush for the eastern market where it is in great 
demand for the holiday trade. These nuts rep- 
resent a value of nearly $4,000,000. 

Seven hundred wineries in this state are en- 
gaged in preparing 1914's vintage of 42.900.900 
gallons, which will be shipped to every state in 
the Union and also exported to South America, 
the Orient and Europe. The value of this wine 
is $15,000,000, but when $4,800,000) worth of 
raisins and $6,900,000 for table grapes and an- 
other $1,000,000 is added for second-grade rai- 
sins and table grapes that are converted to wine 
a grand total of about $30,000,000 is reached for 
the viticultural industry. There are in California 
530,000 acres planted to vineyards. 

California’s production of cured fruit, peaches, 
apricots, pears, prunes, apples and figs constitutes 
the only important factor in the dri¢d-frut mar- 
ket of the United States. — 

Of peaches this year there will be 30,000 tons; 
of apricots, 15,000; of prunes, 55,000 tons; apples, 
2,000 tons, and figs, 45,000 tons. Besides supply- 
ing domestic markets, millions of pounds of this

dried fruit are exported to the different coun- 
tries of the workd. 

The hay and forage crops in California am- 
ount to 3,690,000 tons annually, valued at $4s.- 
000,000, Of potatoes there are raised 4,000,006 
sacks, worth at present prices slightly less than 
$4,000,000. Of onions there is an output for this 
vear of 1,500,000 sacks, which bring the growers 
$700,000 at present selling prices. 

To properly conelude a resume of California 
crops for the notable year of 1914 mention 
should be made of a canned-fruit pack of +,700,- 
000 cases and a eanned-vegetable pack of 5,000,- 
000 cases and also of 15.000 carloads of fresh 
deciduous fruits, which will go to the eastern 
market, as well as a large shipment of fresh 
vegetables, including celery and asparagus, of 
which California is now a substantial producer.

Fewer and Better Churches. 


Blessed that rural community 
which has but one place of worship. 
, While competition is the life of trade, 
/ it is death to the rural church and 
moral starvation to the community. 
Petty sectarianism is a scourge that 
blights the life, and church preju- 
dice saps the vitality of many com- 
munities. An over-churched commun- 
ity is a crime against religion, a seri- 
ous handicap to society and a useless 
tax upon agriculture. 

While denominations are essential 
and church pride commendable, the 
high teaching of universal Christianity 
must prevail if the rural church is to 
fulfill its mission to agriculture. 


We frequently have three or four 
churches in a community which is not 
able to adequately support one. Small 
congregations attend services once a 
month and all fail to perform the re- 
ligious functions of the community. 
| The division of religious forces. and 
the breaking into fragments of moral 
effort is ofttimes little less than a 
H calamity and defeats the very purpose 
they seek to promote. 


The evils of too many churches can 
be minimized by co-operation. The 
social and economic life of a rural 
community are respective units and 
cannot be successfully divided by de- 
nominational lines, and the churches 
can only occupy this important field 
by co-operation and co-ordination. 

The efficient country church will 
definitely serve its community by lead- 
ing in all worthy efforts at community 
building, in uniting the people in all 
co-operative endeavors for the gen- 
eral welfare of the community and in 
arousing a real love for country life 
and loyalty to the country home and 
these results can only be successfully 
accomplished -by the united effort of 
the press, the school, the church and 
organized farmers.
